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M. similiSy is mostly tetra-aperturate. We believe that the count reported 
by Stebbins et al (op. cit.) of 2n==28 for “Malacothrix clevelandii” from 
Tucson, Arizona (for which we can find no voucher) probably refers to 
M. stebbinsii. From a consideration of morphology we believe that M. 
stebbinsii may be an allotetraploid between M. clevelandii and M. sono- 
rae. Stebbins and his associates postulated that it might be an allotetra¬ 
ploid between M. clevelandii and M. jendleri , but they were not aware 
of the probably diploid M. sonorae. As we have mentioned above, M. 
sonorae is nearly intermediate between M. clevelandii and M. jendleri, 
both morphologically and geographically.
